Annoyances Caused by 
Sandblasting. © ~ 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Recehtly I dreamed I-was standing 
‘pefors St. Paul's Cathedral, in London, 
and as I looked I saw with amazement 
and. consternation that its walls were 
no. longer blackenéd.. by the ‘soot and 
grime accumulated during its 225-years 
of existence, but were white as-enow. 
The grand. old church had’ been 
blasted. Its exterior, formerly in 
mony with -surrounding buildings, * 
becomp an eyesore. «But looit comtort 
in the thetght that tine would restore 
what had been temporarily. destroyed, 

My dream was perhaps inspired by a 
process now going: on in many parts of 
our city. Property owners on ‘every 
hand are _ spending mohey. in *‘ réno- 
yating ’ by ‘the sandblast ‘buildings 
whose exteriors have beén toned down 
by ‘atmospheric influences from their 
original staring newness:- Why do they 
do. it? The cost is considerable, and 
the “gporityis wasted, because, so long 
as dust blows in our streets and soft 
coal is in com n_uge, the lapse of a 
few months to «put back what 
the _sandbilast removes. 

Sandblasting is a public deine’, not
